The bill provides for anbegration of the Denartments of State, 

AREY s Navy and Air Foree, through the National security Council, to the 
extent necessary to kcop our military ;olicy in balance with our foreign 

policy. It legalizes, Zormalizes and amplifics the now eziisting Comt- 

tee of. Three consisting of the Secretaries of Static, war and Navy, which 

is the genesis of 2a National Security Council, That is a forward-looxing 
and necessary step. 

The bill provides for what I believe is vitally nceded top manage- 
ment, It is my concent that the President will control the decisions of 
the Secretary of National Defense on matters of seek im:ortance to the 

United States just as closely as he would corresponding decisions of any 
Secretary of a Department of the Government. The President is the ocrsen 
ultimately resyronsitbio for decisions on matters of national security, and 
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
